Exports of British 


Coal Show Decline; 
U. S. Shipments Gain 


British exports of coal during the 


first four montha of lhe present year, 
amounting to 30,768,891 tons, wore 
considorably less than 
during 
the 


corresponding period o* last year, but 
greater than tho ftrat tour month* of 
1922. Exports during Apnl were leea
